Negotiations for the Settlemen 


of the Uruan Affair and 


Boundary Question. 


WABIIINGTOS, June 23.— Sir Julian 


Pauncelote, tbe British ambassador, and 
Minister Andrade of Venezuela have 
been negotiating of late upon the settle 
meut of the Druan affair and incident- 
ally toward opening negotiations on the 
boundary question proper. There have 
'been delays due to the mouth or more 
occupied in the transmission of mail to 
Caracas and return, so that thus far the 
negotiations have not proceeded beyond 
an introductory stage. It is tbe pend- 
ency of those negotiations to which Mr. 
Curxon, under secretary of 
foreign 


affairs, referred in his public statement 
3efore the house of commons last Fri- 
day when he spoke of the instructions 
liven to Sir Julian to communicate with 
Minister Andrade and to tbe latter'c 
allure thus far to respond. Some quea- 
,ion was raised here as to tbe accuracy 
of Mr. Cnrzon's statement, as officials 
doubted whether Mr. Andrade has re* 
:eived from Sir Julian any suggestion 
oward negotiations ou the boundary. 


It appears, however, that the doubta 


referred to technical details, and that in 


L general way Sir Julian and Mr. An* 
Irade have been negotiating on the lines 
stated by Mr. Curzon. 


There appears to be considerable dip- 


omatic fencing in tho matter just now. 
rrom the British standpoint, Sir Julian's 
tvertures to Mr. Andrade afford the lat- 
er an opportunity to submit propogi- 
ions which may bring the governments 
together.

Meeting at Kingsburg. 


The Committee of Five held a meet- 


ing Monday evening in Kingsburg to 
discuss the raieiu ait oat ion and more 
particularly to lay before the growers 
the plan formulated by the committee 
for marketing the crop. The meeting 
waa held in tho Uaptiat church and was 
largely attended and harmonious. Last 
night tho committee was billed to ad* 
droaa the growers of Scandinavian colony 
on the earns subject. 


At the rate of progress now being 


made on tho county court house the re- 
construction will be completed by Sep- 
tember lot and most of the rooms 
will be occupied long before that date. 


Beginning with the dome, the "ribs' 


are going up and the uprights are all in 
position. Yesterday a curious crowd 
gazed at the half dozen workmen seem- 
ingly suspended in atr amid the iron 
frame work ol the dome. One bold fel- 
low climbed to the top of the pole, 
where the "lantern" ia to be. His posi- 
tion seemed perilously insecure, but 
Overseer Lucas says there have been no 
accidents BO far and he does not intend 
that there shall be any if care can pre- 
vent it. The "lantern" will be finished 
within a few days. It rises seventeen 
feet above the top of the dome. 
The 


dome itself will take about n week to 
complete. All ol the hard work nas 
been done, and the lumber for the 
sheathing ia all in position and the car- 
penters will BOOB get to work on it. 
Then will come the final onter sheatb- 
log of copper for the dome itself and gal* 
vanized iron for the tower. The pilas- 
ters will also be covered with galvanized 
iron. 


The new library room which is to be 


immediately beneath the dome is ready 
for plastering. It will bo a lolty and 
spacious apartment with a fine view 
over tbe surrounding countrv. On the 
third floor the court room of Depart- 
ment 3 (Judge Webb) ia ahnoat ready 
for occupancy; that ia to say the ceiling 
ie liniehecl and the walls are nearly 
covered with plaster. The whole of tho 
cement floor in tho corridor is com- 
pleted, and ready for the CD cans tic tiles 
which will be laid down in a few days. 
In Judge Carter's room tlie fireproof 
flooring is laid and the same remark ap- 
plies to Judge Rieley's court room. 


The stairway leadine to tbe county 


clcrk'a cilice IB to be torn down and re- 
placed by an iron structure which, is 
being made at the Fresno Agricultural 
Works. Tho new stairway is nearly 
ready GO far as the "treade" and "lieee" 
are concerned. 


The rooms of the county surveyor and 


the superintendent of schools are only 
waiting the plasterer's attention. The 
contract for the remainder of the plas- 
tering, which includes theeo rooms, will 
be let in a few days. 


The floors of those parta of the build- 


ing which are not being rebuilt are torn 
up in all directions for the purpose of 
electric wiring. This ia particularly the 
caie in the apartments formerly occu- 
pied by the district attorney and in the 
chamber of tbe Board of Supervieora. 
About thirty men are at work in the 
different partB of the building, and the 
beat evidence of their industry is tho 
cbanee which ia seen even in a few 
hours.
